Historic Doubts. 


It has been strongly doubted whether 


Jo»n of Arc ever Buffered the pnaish- 
ment that has made her a martyr, 
though detaUs of her execution and 
last moments grace the cine records of 
Rouen. Several books have been pub- 
lished discussing the question. A Bel- 
gian lawyer is the author of one of 
these. He contends that the historians 
—who have done nothing bat copy each 
other in the narrative of her death— 
err exceedingly in saying that it took 
place on the last day of May, 1473, the 
fact being that she was alive and well 
many years after that date 
There are 


good grounds, too, for believing that the 
pretty tale of Abelard and Heloiae is a 
pure fiction. 


Nobody has yet unriddled the mys 


tery of the Man in the Iron Mask, and 
nobody seems likely to do so, while the 
identity of the writer oi the "Jnnius1 
letters is as far from being settled as 
ever These arc two insoluble enigmas 
impenetrable mysteries that baffle solu 
tion, and about which, perhaps, the 
public has become tired of surmises 


An extremely witty and characteris- 


tic anecdote told of Lord Beaconsfield, 
will bear repetition 
An adherent from 


a distant county brought his two sons 
to the then Mr Disraeli, and asked him 
to give them a word of advice on their 
introduction into life 
"Never try to 


ascertain," said the illustrious stateman 
to the elder boy, 
"who 
was the Man who 


wore the'iron Mask, or you will be 
thought a terrible bore. Nor do you," 
turning to the second, 'ask who was the 
author of 'Junius,' or you will be 
thought a bigger 
bore than 
your 


brother '

—that no such person as Richard III 
ever existed, or that it he did he could 
have been neither a tyrant nor an hunch 
back 
' Historic doubts relative to 


Napoleon Bonaparte" was published in 
London in 1810, and created widespread 
amusement because of its amazing 
cleverness. Napoleon, who was at the 
time a captive at St Helena, admired 
the composition greatly 
Archbishop 


Whately and Sydney Smith were both 
reputed to be the author 
Since the 


publication of that skit numero'us inn 
tations have been issued, but none have 
shown as much originality or literary 
skill, and have therefore vanished into 
the darkness of merited oblivion — 
London, Globf.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—A private 


letter from a prominent politician in 
New York gives an inkling of the want 
of harmony between the two great fac- 
tions of the democratic party in that 
city. The question of the division ot 
the spoils in case uf democratic success 
ia jast now disturbing the Tammany 
and anti-Tammany factions, and the 
rumblings of discontent are already 
heard at the leader's headquarters. The 
Tammany! tea insist upon being assured 
before the campaign opens of an equal 
share of the spoils, in case of success, 
else they threaten to bolt the ticket, 
and some even go so far as to declare 
that they will vote for the republican 
candidates. The anti-Tammanyites are 
averse to permitting Kelly and his 
crowd to participate in the spoils, and 
Tilden, through his friends, it is al- 
leged, insist that the Tammany chief- 
tain shall be left out in the cold. As 
the contest progresses, it is seen that 
the struggle between the rival factions 
is only for the greater portion of the 
expected spoils, and many influential 
business men of the democratic party 
having become disgusted with the fac- 
tions scramble, are daily leaving that 
organization. 
When November comes 


many of them will vote for Garfield and 
Arthur, the candidates of the party that 
will secure good order, business stabil- 
ity and personal security. 


It is within the probabilities that 


Virginia will go republican next fall. 
Such a happy consummation can only 
be brought about by the continuation 
of the present schism in the democratic 
party in that state, which certainly bids 
fair to last through the campaign. The 
two factions, while nominally support- 
ing Hancock and English, will each 
have its own electoral ticket in the 
field. The result will be the election 
of the republican electoral ticket. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—A special 


from St. Paul, Minn., says that Gen. 
Sherman was asked there yesterday 
whether the press report waa true that 
General Hancock had written to him 
informing him of a purpose to obey 
Tilden's orders as president, if asked to 
do so. General Sherman was politely 
but sternly non-committal. He said he 
had known General Hancock intimately 
and corresponded with him for many 
years, but his personal communications 
were sacredly confidential, and his offi- 
cial correspondence was on file in the 
war department. 
He declined to ex- 


press an opinion upon Hancock's decla- 
ration that he would obey Tilden. 


This exceedingly mild manner of re- 


ferring to a newspaper report is held 
here by all who know General Sher- 
man's usual language in regard to the 
press, as sure proof that the statement 
concerning General Hancock is true. 
Had it been untrue, General Sherman, 
had he followed his usual method, 
would have denounced it in that choice 
fisherman's dialect in which he is so 
proficient.

Anticipating its full dis- 
closure after the fiasco at Cbicago, he de- 
termined to make a full statement in 
order to free himself from the imputation 
of complicity m lue plot. The general 
nature of the plot was as follows • Some- 
time last winter there was a meeting of 
the arch conspirators and a crancl coup 
d' etat was deterimned upon as follows • 
About the middle of Feb. 1881 the treas- 
ury was to be seized and the money used 
to raise a grand army of men, women and 
children to march to Washington on 
March the 4th, and place Grant in the 
chair. The only obstacle in the way 
seemed to be the bad roads end deep mud 
at that season of the year. An agent was 
despatched to every town of importance 
in the country and his report was that 
there was only one place wuere boots and 
shoes could be found in sufficient quan- 
tity, and variety of a sufficiently good 
quality and at low enough prices, and 
that was at the celebrated Boot and Shoe 
house of L L. Perriss, in Decalur, III.
